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CARTOONS AND COMMENTS. 


E HEARTILY congratulate the Association of the Bar of the City of 
New York, generally known as the Bar Association, on its action in 
denouncing Judge Isaac H. Maynard as a man unfit for the position he 
holds, and in recommending his removal from office. This we do, not so 
much because we rejoice in the humiliation of Judge Maynard — though 
we have no doubt he is in the way of receiving substantial justice — but 
because this action will prove that there ave circumstances under which 
the Bar Association can be induced to denounce something or somebody. 
Hitherto it has been about as active in rebuking sin as a clam in ten feet 
of blue mud. It has long been an open and very interesting question 
whether it was possible to conceive of a member of the Bar committing 
any iniquity or combination of iniquities, which would bring down on him 
the censure of the Association. Now that question is settled, and the 
Association ought to feel that a great strain is taken off its mind. It has 
actually stood up, just as any other Association might, and denounced a 
man who has disgraced his calling —and it still lives, and the earth con- 


tinues to revolve. The Bar Association ought to feel encouraged. Let it 
go ahead and get, if we may so speak, a denunciatory move on. There 


are plenty of shysters and pettifoggers and knavish lawyers generally, who 
ought to have been taken in hand long ago. Sing Sing yawns for some 
of them. Now that the Association has satisfied itself that it can do 
something for the protection of its own honor, without rending its anatomy 
asunder, we hope that it will go right on and show that its new backbone 
has come to stay. 





It is one thing to convince a majority of the United States Congress. 
It is another thing to convince a majority of the population of the world, 
and to confute the inexorable laws of nature. We do not doubt that an 
active and energetic organization of experienced men, exerting a strong 
political pull, could so work on any legislative body, from the Squashville 
Town Committee to the Congress at Washington, as to get through a 
resolution to this effect: 


WHEREAS, The dairy interests of this community, and, especially the important and 
growing industry of manufacturing Green Cheese, demand and require all the fostering 
care and encouragement which this government is able to afford them, in order to enable 
them to assume their separate and equal place among the industries of the earth; therefore, 

Bre 1T RESOLVED, That from and after the date of the passage of this Act, the Moon 
be, and be considered as being, made of green cheese. 


We have no doubt, we say, that such a resolution could be forced on 
almost any terrestrial legislative body. But there might be some trifling 
difficulty in getting it through the head of the Man in the Moon. This 
reflection reminds us of a pretty little story of African adventure, which 
runs thus, if we remember rightly: Some intelligent and well-disposed 
Natives ence endeavored to Dissuade a Hardy Explorer from proceeding 
upon his way, for fear of a certain Lion of great size and ferocity. But the 
Hardy Explorer, being also a little of an Artist, drew a picture of himself 
shooting the Lion. This satisfied the Natives, du¢ tt did n’t convince the 
Lion. These little fabulosities are respectfully commended to the attention 
of those gentlemen at Washington, who think that, much as Great Britain 
made the lawyer a gentleman by Act of Parliament, it rests with them to 
make silver as good as gold by legislative enactment. 





Every now and then some well-meaning, but too enthusiastic person 
asks the people of New York to put up a monument to commemorate this, 
that, or the other person or thing. His fellow-citizens receive the propo- 
sition with the warm and hearty cordiality of so many icebergs. Then he 
says in his wrath that there is no public spirit in New York. But he is 
wrong. New York contains many men, and of course they are of many 
minds. Only the comparatively few who have traveled widely possess 
minds enlightened as to the possibilities of monumental art. Four New 
Yorkers out of five have never seen a monument that represented to them 
any higher or holier idea than that of a job for some third or fourth rate 
sculptor. Hence their coldness on the monument question. After they 
have once seen the arch which is going up in Washington Square, they 
will be more ready to open their pockets when somebody says ‘‘ monument.” 


But, the events of the last fortnight have shown that, however ignorant 
and cold they may show themselves in the matter of monuments, New 
Yorkers are not lacking in public spirit and intelligence when it comes to 
the preservation of the great park whose beauty and usefulness they know 
and love. No people in the world could have risen up in more vigorous 
and unanimous protest than they did when they saw the hand of the 
spoiler laid upon Central Park. No booming Western city could have 
produced a crowd more in earnest, or more willing to pull all together, ir- 
respective of occupation, condition or personal interest. It was a brave, 
fine spectacle of civic devotion and high-minded faithfulness to high ends. 
It had but one regrettable aspect — the wasteful and extravagant virulence 
with which some of the leaders of the movement, especjally those in the 
daily Press, carried on the campaign against the wrong-doers. The horse- 
men who sought to seize upon a portion of the Park for their trotting 
course showed themselves both selfish and ignorant, and they have a dis- 
creditably low notion of citizenship; and the public officials who aided 
them in their mischief were certainly deserving of severe censure if not of 
retirement from the public service. But to call them ‘ rascals” and 
‘*scoundrels ” is to cheapen the denunciation which should be reserved for 
offenders of known malignity or dishonesty. Such denunciation should 
never be bestowed on men whose misdeeds may be born only of want of 
knowledge or want of wisdom; otherwise it loses its force when it is ap- 
plied where it belongs.

A popular uprising like this is of vast benefit to the people of a great 
city, for it shows every man how much good there is in his neighbor; and 
it teaches good citizens how to fight shoulder to shoulder. One of the 
most pleasing incidents in the whole movement —though it seems a slight 
thing in itself — was the appearance of at least one ‘ protest” that had 
gone clean around a block, and. had been signed by the head of every 
house within the four streets. If that little piece of paper does not make 
the good folk on that block better neighbors in citizenship, we are much 
mistaken. To read of it is to be reminded that one of the noblest ends 
the founders and guardians of a great public park can keep in view is the 
binding together of all the people of a community by their common pride 
and love, centered in a cherished possession. Central Park has always 
done a noble work as a play-ground and a factor in the general healthful- 
ness: if it serves, moreover, to draw the people of New York together in 
a union of wise and unselfish citizenship, it will be the most valuable piece 
of land on Manhattan Island.
